Horsemen Continue Riding 
Minus Arms Or Legs To Hunt 
Or Race In Point-to-Points 


It is interesting to know that 
Lady Feversham has bought a cob 
for her brother, the Hon. Richard 
Wood, who had the bad luck to lose 
both his legs in a ‘plane crash on 
active service. Mr. Wood, who is a 


keen horseman, has been fitted with 


artificial legs and is to resume rid- 


ing again on a quiet pony sold by 
Jim Winspear, the huntsman of the 
Glaisdale Harriers. Mr. Wood is 
quickly becoming used to his arti- 
ficial limbs but broke one of them 
the other day in york through 
stumbling over a sand heap. This 


resulted in his having to sit in a car 


when he should have been at a pub- 
lic meeting in the city. He will not 
be the first to ride again after such 


a disability. as he has suffered, for 
in his own part of yorkshire the late 


John Brown, of Marton Common, 
Kirbymoorside, well-known in _ his 
day as a hunter breeder and hunter 
judge, rode in and won, point-to- 
point races despite a cork leg, went 
well to hounds, showed horses in 
the ring and never missed a dance 
when at a ball. Mr. Kavanagh M. P., 
hunted, shot and drove, although 
minus both arms and legs. He had 
a basket arrangement on his horse’s 
back, and, partly with his teeth, 
partly by means of a crook attached 
to his shoulders, guided his horse. 
Harry Worcester Smith (who died 


recently in America), when an Irish 
M. F. H., noticed a very well-groom- 
ed and well-mounted sportsman, who 
always held on to the saddle when 
jumping. The M. F. H., asked the 
reason and was told “That is Col. 
Sir Hutchinson Poe, who lost his 
right leg in the Soudan. He has a 
wooden leg. Once in a while he comes 
then the right leg goes 
and he has to sit down 
brings his horse and 
A. Milburn, a York- 
shire sportsman, who owned a few 
racehorses, and who died in 1941, 
lost both his legs in an air crash in 
1927, but rode to hounds afterwards 
in the York and Ainsty country. 
Other instances of sportsmen who 
refused to be defeated despite loss 
of limbs, could be cited.

ing’. “The only way to get rid of 
thistles is to pull them up by the 
roots, and German prisoners might 
well be employed on this work 
which is crying out everywhere to 
be done’’. “‘A dead corncrake (land- 


rail is the correct name of the bird) 


was found the other day, and so 
rare are they now that no one in the 
village could identify it.’”’ These are 


extracts from some of the letters I 


have received since last this budget 
appeared. 

Another correspondent also calls 
attention to the spread of hemlock, 
and asks if there is any lore asso- 
ciated with the weed. Rural child- 
ren call it ‘‘bad man’s oatmeal’, and 
make whistles (‘“‘shepherd’s pipes’, 
some ysed to call them), by cutting 
a slit in the centre portion of the 
hollow stem. In the days when folk 
went into their herb gardens, or to 
the fields and lanes for their medt- 
hemlock was believed to be a 
ailments of the 
and for gout. Care had to be 
taken, however, that they were not 
applied to certain parts of the body 
as they were liable to produce ster- 
ilty. There is this, and another cau- 
tion in my ancient herbal: 

If any through mischance eat hem- 
lock instead of parsley, or the roots 
parsnip (both of which 
it is very like), whereby happeneth 
a kind of frenzy, or perturbation of 
the senses as if they were stupid and 
drunk, the remedy is to drink the 
best and strongest pure wine, before 
it strike the heart. 

As to farmers sending their men 
into the lanes to cut down hemlocks, 
there is much more important work 
waiting to be done on the land than 
that—the harvest is ready, the lab- 
ourers are few!I notice the town 
hawker brigade is penetrating far 
into the country to cut grass in bye- 
lanes and they, at the same time, 
are reducing hemlock. 

Fewer villagers now seem to keep 
a cow or a “gallower”’ than a few 
years ago.

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Top Price Yearlings At Keeneland Sales 


Hancock Consignment 
Brings Half Million, 
Averaging $11,072 — 


With lots of old-fashioned 
spending money in their pockets, 
buyers placed a new niche in the 
long history of Thoroughbred 
yearling buying the last week in 
July and the first in August when, 
at the Keeneland, Ky., sales, they 
sent the prices for yearlings to 
new. heights. Conducted by the 
Breeders Sales Company, top 
priced yearlings were offered by 
A. B. Hancock of Kentucky and 
Virginia. 

The colt, shown at the top of 
this page, and the filly, both 
brought the same price, $46,000. 
The colt, a dark grey by *SIR 
GALLAHAD III — *SCENERY 
II. by BIRIBI, went to C. C. 
Tanner of New Orleans, La., 
while the filly, by BLUE LARK- 
SPUR—RISK, by *SIR GALLA- 
HAD III, was purchased by 
Leslie Combs II. 

Mr. Hancock’s sole consign- 
ment brought over a half million 
dollars, for an average of $11,- 
072. 

Capt. Gerald B. Webb, Jr., who 
covered the sales for The 
Chronicle, reported: “This year 
with the cocky assurance of vic- 
tory in Europe, the lifting of the 
racing ban back of them and the 
richest purses and the greatest 
racing days in the history of this 
country ahead of them, Thor- 
oughbred buyers never expres- 
sed greater interest or had more 
money to spend. Bidders were 
as liberal with $1,000 antes as 
they were with $100 ones in 
1942. It was difficult to compre- 
hend the rapid bidding—even 
some of the well known trainers 
and owners who have been fre- 
quenting the sales for years as 
buyers had to concentrate in- 
tently to keep abreast of the 
price.

WE’VE HAD A GOOD TIME - - - - - HAVE YOU? ? ? 

No breeding does not enter into the tactical mission of the Remount 
Service in the field, but this grey mare had recently been pulling a Jerry 
Field piece in a northerly direction. When she conceived last spring, the 
Germans were in a static state of warfare north of the Arno River. The 
Germans have a benevolent habit of permitting the farmers to care for their 
animals when they are in semi-permanent bivouac, and obviously the mare 
got in mixed company, for she foaled after she was captured by the 10th 
Mountain Division. There is another instance of a captured German mare 
giving birth to a mule foal while enroute from the front to a forward Re- 
mount Station. 

The Germans used a hoof brand, but no skin brand like the one used 
in the American Army. It is interesting to note in passing that the British 
Middle East mules originally bore only a crow foot brand, but the British 
like our Preston Branding system so well that they adopted a similar sys- 
tem and branded their animals on the off side of the neck. The condition 
of the horses captured from the Germans was generally poor. Many came 


in with gaping shrapnel wounds. Most were lousy and appeared to be suf- 
fering from malnutrition. The manes of the captured horses were not 
roached, and unlike our Army, the Germans used many stallions for trans- 
portation as well as drawing heavy artillery. 

When our forces captured the Po Valley they discovered thousands of 
riding and draft horses, running free. The Germans had been unable to get 
these across the Po river in their haste, and state of chaotic retreat. Among 
these animals were some of the best German and Austrian stock and the 
best of the Italian breed that they had stolen as they were rolled back from 
Reggio and Salerno to the river. It was no trouble at all to walk into any 
field and in no time at all select a perfectly matched team of dappled grey 
or chestnut draft horses. Among the riding horses, well conformed hunting 
and jumping types were plentiful. The main collection point for these 
animals was San Martino de Spino, which was the location of the Italian 
cavalry school. It is a beautiful place similar to Grosseto and Persano ex- 
cept there are more ample quarters and facilities for a large body of per- 
sonnel. 

Major John J. Burkholder a hunting horse man from Lancaster. Pennsyl- 
vania represented the Remount Service in the collection and distribution of 
all captured animals. Entire units were captured intact, complete with 
animals, tack and riders. These animals presented no serious problem but 
the loose horses roaming in bands had to be rounded up and herded together 
in large compounds. In one compound near Bologna, approximately two 
thousand animals captured from the Germans were held for distribution by 
AMG to Italian patriot farmers. The tremendous numbers of animals stolen 
by the Germans made it even clearer that the Remount men had done a 
magnificient job in procuring enough animals for their own needs. For 
example 95 percent of the work animals in the Arno Valley between Florence 
and Pisa had been taken by the Krauts. Major Burkholder accounted for a 
grand total of 20,000 animals captured by the 5th Army. 

The War Department showed its appreciation of a hard job well done 
when it awarded a citation to the Remount Outfit. 

“for superior performance of duty in completion of exceptionally 

difficult tasks under adverse conditions for the period 1 October 

1944 to 15 February 1945. During this period, it was the function 

of the 6742nd QM Remount Depot (Ovhd) to supply 5th Army horse 

and mule units with both original issues and replacements of a 

quality capable of performing the burdensome task of packing sup- 

plies quickly and regularly. In figures, this meant the procuring 
processing, and maintenance of a daily average of 1304 animals for 

the entire period of 4% months, the latter’ 1% months of which 

averaged more than 1600 animals. Through the untiring and su- 

perior efforts of the approximately 50 men and 10 officers this mis- 
sion was accomplished in a superior and efficient manner, irrespec- 
tivé of time, place, weather conditions, irregularities in movement 
schedules, mediocrity of original stock secured, and lack of prev- 
iously trained personnel. This was all done with no slackening 
effect on administrative detailed functions, military courtesy and 
discipline, supply discipline, and genéral military bearing of the 
unit as a whole. - The proficiency and professional skill, outstanding 
organizational abilities, and efficiency and swiftness with which 
animals and administration were handled reflect the highest tradi- 
tions of the service on this unit and the Armed Forces of the 
United States.” « 


By the end of the Italian campaign, the American Remount Service had 
grown from its modest beginning to such an extent, that it was supplying 
animals to 15 Italian pack troops, 5th Army Veterinary hospitals, 5th Army 
Pack Mule Training Center, and to the U. S. 10th Mountain Division. The 
Remount Service had played a vital role in the success of the Allied Armies 
in Italy. A quick glance at the north Appennines -terrain is all that is re- 
quired to realize the need for the sure-footed, long-eared kinsman of the 
horse to negotiate the treacherous mountain trails that led to the foxholes, 
the dugouts, and the gun emplacements of those men who carried the fight 
to the enemy.

The Briar Patch Farm of Mr. and Mrs. R. W. Mitchell at Hilton 
Village, Virginia where stands CLOTH O’GOLD, last year worked 
out an excellent itinery in which they had racing all winter without 
transportation problems, They moved their horses to Mexico and 
spent three months there racing. So successful did the venture prove 
that they plan to leave for Mexico City again this year in time for 
the opening race day meet on October 11th. 

They were pioneers as they were the only Virginia stable racing 
in Mexico at the Hipodromo de las Americas last winter. Like every- 
one else they did not anticipate the closing of the United States 
tracks, but just decided to spend the cold months where they could 
see their own horses run. After having their racehorses on the 
northern circuit all last summer, they shipped eighteen out of Prov- 
idence, R. I. direct to Mexico City where the climate is superb and 
where it did not take them long to get used to the change.

At the present moment’ while 
trotting fans throughout the country 
are all agog over the trotting Derby, 
the rich Hambletonian Stakes, it is 
only just, meet and proper, as the 
pard of Avon would say, to pen a 
few notes, or rather lines, on this 
phase of American equestrian sport, 
undoubtedly the most popular pas- 
time in this (the horse) field 
throughout the republic. 

We say the most popular, because 
trotting meets are not localized like 
race meets which are held mainly 
within close proximity of large citi- 
es, while trotting events are held 
all over the country, wherever a few 
thousand people gather together for 
a horse show or an _ agricultural 
show, as the case may be. 

Not everyone has the time or the 
ambition to drive miles to attend a 
race meet, while they can quit farm 
work on any afternoon and take a 
jaunt over to the nearby track to see 
the trotters and pacers doing their 
stuff. | 

On the other hand not everyone 
ean afford to own and pay the ex- 
penses attached to owning a Thor- 
oughbred racer, but many small 
farmers throughout the country can 
try their hand at breeding, training 
and racing a horse in harness with- 
out the involvement of any large 
sums of money. These facts have 
made the sport popular from one 
end of the country to the other, and 
has consequently made America the 
greatest country in the world for 
the racing of the standard-bred trot- 
ter. 

This type of gaited horse enjoys 
the distinction of being the only 
variety of modern domestic-animal 
which is a purely American product, 
and as such enjoys a position of re- 
cognized supremacy all over the 
world wherever man and his best 
friend get together for an afternoon 
of sport. 

The American trotter is in demand 
in all quarters of the globe where 
9 in harness is valaed, and from 
Mme to time, fabulous sums _ of 
money have been paid for Ameri-

All horses are runners put they 
must be taught to trot. To the Eng- 
lish go the credit for initiating us 
into the trotting world of equestrian 
sport. It was developed there early 
in the eighteenth century, when the 
light buggies came into use. 

The roads over which the horse 
and buggy travelled were not of the 
stream-lined yariety that we have 
today, consequently travelling § at 
most times was difficult and mi- 
lady got jolted and jostled about in- 
side of the conveyance when the 
animal between the shafts galloped 
hell for leather over the countryside. 
The drivers were powerless under 
these circumstances, and the best 
they could do was to take firm hold 
of the reins and try to guide their 
charges as best they could. Accidents 
were plentiful, and something had 
to be done to slow pace. One fine 
day, after this kind of thing went 
on for years after the advent of the 
light car, somebody evolved the idea 
of spanceling or hobbling the beast. 
This caused an uproar from horse 
lovers all over the country as being 
contrary to all the laws of human 
decency in connection with their 
treatment of dumb animals. Many 
owners and drivers were hauled off 
to court and jailed or fined heavily 
for impeding the action of the horse. 
As time went on it was discovered 
that the hobbled horse was develop- 
ing a gait that seemed easy on it. 
The courts relaxed their rulings. 
The hobblers won the day, and the 
trotting gait of harness horses was 
born. 

In movement, while hobbled, the 
animal looked to observers as if it 
were wearing gaiters. This fact pre- 
bably gave rise to our word “gait” 
as we know it at present. 

Over the years, trotting and pac- 
ing were developed to a fine art, so 
much so that in 1926, when the first 
Hambletonian was run off, patrons 
of the sport thought enough about 
it to put $73,000 on the line in stake 
money to see their prize charges bat- 
tling it out for supremacy in the 
trotting arena, in the greatest race 
for trotters in harness that the 
world can boast. 

This colossal sum of money was 
put up by lovers of the gaited horse, 
to honor the greatest outstanding 
animal in the upbuilding of the 
breed in America, the renowned stal- 
lion, Hambletonian, 

When the gait was developed in 
England it proved popular for a 
while, but trotting races in the tight 
isle never became quite as popular 
as Thoroughbred horse racing. 

In course of time it found its way 
to America, and caught on here like 
wildfire. At first, they matched har- 
ness horses of all speeds and raced 
them, then they taught the Thor- 
oughbred to trot, and raced it. The 
latter venture proved tedious as this 
horse is bred for speed. The distin- 
guishing characteristic of the latter 
is his courage, and under urging, 
will run until it bursts the heart or 
drops from sheer exhaustion. This 
is not true of the non-Thoroughbred. 
When tired or winded it will slow 
to a walk no matter how much of 
the whip is applied. Early American 
sportsmen in their search for speed 
in harness found this to be true. 


After much experimentation in this 
field, they turned their attention to 
England, and the result was that the 
Darley Arabian stallion, Messenger, 
was imported from there in 1788, 
and thus began a new era in the 
realm of the American harness rac- 
er. We shall continue from here next 
week.

The professional pessimists, to 
whom all is for the worst in the 
worst of all possible worlds, reply 
that the inevitable crash may be ex- 
pected at any moment—a la Septem- 
ber, 1929—and that if you have a 
cyclone cellar handy, to keep close 
by that aperture. :

The Aircraft shown at the top of 
the page is to be used for the 
test case and is ‘known as the 
Fairchild Packet. Gross weight 
is 45,000 pounds and the machine 
will have a useful load of 18,500 
pounds. Plans call for a crew of 
2 and 2 attendants. The horse 
payload is estimated at 11,000 
pounds, leaving the remainder of 
the useful load for equipment and 
supplies such as floor mattings, 
padding and stalls.
